Nicosla, Dec. 27. 
British forces serving in 
Cyprus will remain on 
active service for o fur- 
ther three months until 
March 31, 1958, it. was 
officially disclosed here 
, today. aoe 
‘Lagisiation to this effect signed 
by the Governor, Sir Hugh Foot, 
appeared in the oficial gazette 
together with an order by the 
Governor concerning fircarms, 
The order forbids the tmporta- 
tlon,. except officially, of any 
book or: publication giving in- 
structions for the construction, 
operation or maintenance of 
firearms, other.than a harpoon 
gun used ‘for fishing purposes. 
Slr Hugh. held a meeting 
with leaders’ of the istand’s 
Turkish-Cypriot community at 
Government House tonight. 
It was his second mecting 
with the leaders this week. 
' The ' Government-controlled 
radio quoting an oMcial release 
sald, “The Governor stressed 
the utmost importance of con- 
tinued co-operation . between 
the Turkish leaders and the 
Cyprus Government. 
Dr Fadil Kutchuk, Turkish 
leader, then told Sir Hugh that 
partition was tho only peaceful 
way of solving the Cyprus prob- 
lem and asked him to convey 
this view to the British Govern= 
ment, the radio said.—Reuter.

Arms Unanswered —

The Indonesian 


Washington, Dec. 27. 
Ambassador to -the 


United States today confirmed that 


Indonesia . was 


turning to other 


countries for arms because it had 
received no satisfactory answer to 
a request for weapons made in the 


United States. 


“We prefer to receive arms 
frem the United States," the 
‘Ambassador, “Moekarto Noto- 
widigdo, told’ reporters.. “But 
if we cannct get arms frem our 
friends wo will be in a positlon 
ke Egypt and have to cecept 
them from others.” 

Tho: Ambassador also said 
thet an appeal to the United 
States last April for 250,000 
‘tons of rice likewise had not 
been answered. 

“Our people have to eat, and 
our army needs arms now to 
ecmbat guerilla warfare,” he 
declared.

Ambassador said this 
pledge was signed by Mr Ali 
Sastroamidjojo, then the In- 
donesian Prime Minister. Six 
months ago the present Gov- 
ernment of Prime Minister 
Djuanda ~ sent Washington, 
through the United States’ Am- 
bassador, Mr John Allison, a list 
of arms which it wanted for its 
army. . : 

Embassy sources emphasised 
that Indonesia wanted the 
arms “purely for domestic pur- 
poses” and that the need was 
urgent, 

But they also stressed that 
the missions the Government 
was sending abroad were simply 
study groups which would In-. 
vestigate different types of 
arms and possible delivery 
dates, “They are not going to 
buy anything,”. on Embassy 
spokesman sald. 

‘Earlier today Mr Joseph Reap, 
the acting State Department 
okesmon, said that the 
United States was considering 
Indonesia’s request but. had not 
yet reached a decision.”

But Fuchs was 500 miles from 
the Pole .. at. the. Jost ~ report, 
while Hillary. was only 200 miles, 

Also the . route facing Fuchs 
was the most treacherous so 
fer. encountered. He reported 
by radio. that to advance one 
mile the road ahead had to be 
marked with 08 flags’ marking 
dangerous spots and crevices. 

Dr Fuchs was three. weeks 
behind schedule. If he con- 
tinues to advance at the present 
rate, it with take him 15 days at 
Ivast to reach the Pole. Mean-
